No. 1.—AN ACT, FIXING THE TIMES FOR HOLDING THE COUNTY 
COURT IN WASHINGTON COUNTY. 


Itis hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the Siate of Ver- 
mont, as follows : 

Src. i. The county court for the county of Washington, ‘shall 
be held at Montpelier, in said county of Washington, on the third 
Tuesdays of April and November in each year. 

Sec. 2. Such of the provisions of the act to which this is dn 
amendment, as are inconsistent with the provisions of this act, are 
hereby repealed.

No. 2.—AN ACT, RELATING TO THE SALE OF PROPERTY ON EX: 
ECUTION. 


SECTION i jSzcrion

It is hereby enacted by the General rano of ihe State of Fer- 
mont, as follows : 


- See. i. When an officer, holding an execution, shall levy the 
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same. on hay, grain in the straw, potatoes, timber, lumber, brick, 
lime, coal, charcoal, ashes, machinery. used in any shop, mill, or 
factory, hides in the process of tanning; cord-wood, stone, ore, bark, 
shingles, hives of bees, or hay scales, he shall forthwith advertise 
the same for sale, by setting up an advertisement at some public 
place in the town where such property was taken, in which he shall 
enumerate such property, and state the time when the same will be 
sold, either at the place where the same is kept by such officer, or 

atsuch public place, which time shall not be less than fourteen days 
` from the time of setting up such advertisement. 

Src. 2. So much of section four of chapter forty-two of the 
Revised Statutes, as is inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
is repealed. 

-~ §xce.3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

Sec. 1. In all civil actions now pending in any court in. this 
state, in which the bankruptcy of the defendant shall be pleaded, 
and the defendant shall prevail solely by reason of such plea, the 
defendant shall recover no cost against the plaintiff. 

Sec. 2. In all actions which may be hereafter entered, in which 
the bankruptcy of the defendant shall be pleaded, and the defend- 
ant shall prevail solely by reason of such plea, the court may allow 
or disallow costs against the plaintiff, in their discretion. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from its passage.

No. 4--AN ACT, RELATING TO THE DUTIES OF CHANCELLORS.

No petition shall be sustained under the provisions of 
chapter thirty-three, entitled “ Of New Trials,” section eighth and 
ninth, unless brought within two years next after the|justice’s judg- 
ment. sa: 7 

Sec. 2. So much of section nine of said chapter, as requires 
such petition to be preferred at the first or second stated term of 
the county court, after thé rendition of the -justice’s judgment, is 
hereby repealed.

All general assignments, hereafter made by. debtors for 
the benefit of creditors, shall be null and void as against the credi- 
tors of said debtors., .

N o. 7—AN ACT, RELATING TO THE SALE OF PROPERTY ON AT-

days thereafter, make a return of- his sale and doings on the writ 
upon which the attachment was made, and return the writ with his 

` doings, to the justice who signed such writ, or to the clerk of the 
court to which such writ is made returnable :—Provided, in case 
the defendant in such writ should confess a judgment to the plain- 

. tiff, before he makes such return, then such officer shall make his re- 
turn to the magistrate before whom such judgment is confessed.

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ver- 
mont, That there be added to section thirteen of chapter forty-two 
of the Revised Statutes, as clause sixth, five bushels of grain, in 
addition to the grain now exempt; and three swarms of bees and 
hives, together with their produce in honey.

and when such court is not in session, may summon any trustee, 
whose disclosure he has been appointed to take, to appear before’ 
him,.and make disclosure in the same manner as required by said 
chapter twenty-nine, and such disclosure said commissioner shall re- 
turn to said court, and the same proceedings shall be had thereon, 
as if the same Bad been made before said court. 

Suc. 8. If any trustee, after reasonable notice from such com- 
missioner, shall refuse or neglect to appear before him, or appearing 
shall refuse or neglect to make his disclosure, or to answer such in- 
terrogatories as shall be proposed to him ih writing, agreeably to the 
provisions of said chapter twenty-nine, the county court, unless 
good cause be shown to the contrary, shall render jadgment against 
said trustee as in case of default. . - 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect from its passage.

No. 13.—AN ACT, RELATING TO THE SETTLEMENT OF ESTATES.. 


It is hereby enacted by the General Assenibly of the State of Ver- 
mont, That whenever any male person dies leaving issue and shall 
leave no widow ; or whenever any female person dies leaving issue 
and shall leave no surviving husband, the probate court of the dis- 
trict, where by law such person’s estate is settled; may, in its dis- 
cretion, on the return of the inventory, if the same shall not exceed 
one hundred and fifty dollars, and the estate be intestate, by a de- 
cree for that purpose, assign ‘the whole of such estate to the ‘chil- 
- dren of the deceased, for their own use.

enteen hundred and ninety-three, entitled “ an act respecting fugi- 
tives from justice, and persons escaping from the service of their 
masters,” to any person claiming any other person as a fugitive 
slave, in this state. 

Sec. 2. No sheriff, deputy sheriff, high bailiff, constable, jailer, 
or other officer or citizen of this state shall, hereafter, seize, arrest, 
or detain, or aid in the Seizure, arrest or detention, or imprisonment 
in any jail or other building, belonging to this state, or to any coun-

ty, town, city, or person therein, of any person for the reason that 
he is or may be claimed as.a fugitive slave. 

Sec. 3. No sheriff, deputy sheriff, high. bailiff, constable, or oth- 
er officer or citizen of this state, -shall transport, or remove, or aid 
or assist in thẹ transportation or removal of any fugitive- slave, or 
any person claimed as such, from any place in this state to any oth-

It shall be lawful for any number of persons, in any 
county in this state, to associate together and form a county socie- 
ty, to encourage and promote agriculture therein ; and any such so- 
ciety, when organized according to the provisions of this act, shall 
have all the powers of a corporation or body politic, and may sue 
and be sued, implead or be impleaded, prosecute and defend to fi- 
nal judgment and execution, in any: court of law or equity ; and 
may purchase and hold all the real and personal estate which shall 
be necessary to best promote the object of such association, and ` 
which estate shall-be exclusively devoted to such object. 
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- Sec. 27 Such societies: shall be formed by written: ‘articles of .as- 
- oaoa. subscribed -by the-members thereof, specifying the objects 
‘of the society; and the conditions on which subscribérs shall become 
members thereof; and the first meeting shall be notified and held 
in the manner “prescribed i in. the articles of association. . They may 
adopt a corporate name; either in the original’ articles of associa- 
tion; or by vote at the first meeting thereof, in which such society 
shall be: organizéd, and mayat any meeting. adopt a corporate seal 
. and alter the same at pleasure. 

Src. 3. Such societies, not exceeding one in each county, ‘shall 
be arganized.by appointing a president, two vice presidents, secre- 
tary and treasurer; and such other officers as they may deem prop- 
er, to be chosen annually, and to hold thoir plaers until others are 
appointed. 

` Sec. 4... When any.such societies are einzed as aforesaid, 
they shalt have power to adopt all such by-laws, rules, and regula 
_ tions, as they shall judge necessary and expedient, to promote the 
objects thereof, not inconsistent with the constitution and laws of 
this state. i 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the secretary or clerk of every 
such society, to keep fair. records of all the. proceedings of the same, 
in a book provided for that purpose, and such records may be read 
in evidence i in any court where the interest of such society is con- 
cerned. 

Sec. 6. When it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of 
the Treasurer of this state, that any such society is duly organized: 
in any county, according to the provisions of. this act, it shall be the 
duty of the Treasurer aforesaid, to pay, annually, to the treasurer 
of every such society so organized as aforesaid, on application made . 
therefor, such sum out of the treasury of this state as will be in pro- 
portion to the population-of. the county where such society is organ- 
ized, estimating two thousand dollars on the whole state, and ‘taking 
the census of 1840 as the basis of calculation until the next census 
is made. Provided, nevertheless, that no such society shall draw 
any money out of the treasury of this state, as aforesaid, in - any 
year, until it shall also be further made.to appear to the satisfaction 
of the Treasurer thereof, that there shall have been subscribed. and - 
paid into the treasury of such society, for the sole use and benefit 
thereof, for the year in question, a sum, not less than the sum that 
said society shall be entitled to from the state, according to the. pro- 
visions of this act. 

Sec. 7. All monies, so subscribed, or received from the state as 
aforesaid, shall, after paying the necessary incidental expenses of 
such societies, respectively, be annually paid out for premiums, 
awarded by such societies, in such sums and in such way and man- 
ner as they, severally, under their by-laws, rules and regulations,

The Treasurer of this state-is directed to pay to the 
Trustees of the Vermont Asylum ‘for the Insane three thousand 
dollars, to be paid on the first day of October, 1844, to enable said 
Trustees to extend one of the wings of the building, and to make 
repairs for the purpose of further accommodating the patients of 
said institution; and the said Treasurer may accept a draft for the 
_ payment, as above mentioned, 

Sec. 2. This grant is made on the condition, that the amount, 
together with the amount heretofore granted by this Legislature, 
shall be exclusively appropriated to the purpose for which the insti- 
tution was established ; and if the said institution shall at any time 
cease to exist, the real estate of said corporation shall be held as 
security to this state for the amount so granted, and may be sold 
under the direction of this Legislature, for the purpose ‘of raising

1. Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives, That 
we protest against any attempt for the annexation of Texas to this 
Union, as unconstitutional, and dangerous to the stability of the Un- 
ion itself. 

2. Resolved, That we can in no'way assent to any purpose or 
measure, the object of which shall be, to enlarge the slave-holding 
territory of the country, and thus to increase the political power of 
the slave-holding states. _ 

3. Resolved, That we regard the abolition of slavery in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and Territory of Florida, as within the province 
and constitutional powers of Congress, and that we urge upon that 
body the propriety of its speedy abolition in that District and Ter- 
ritory. 

4. Resolved, That we regard the right of-_petition as sacred ; 
and hold that the doctrines of the twenty-first rule, which excludes 
all petitions on the subject of slavery, and the rejection of petitions 
under it, are known and wanton violations of the constitution and 
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laws of the country ; and if adhered to by any portion of the Un- 
ion, places that portion in the attitude of hostility to the constitu- 
tion itself, which forms the only and proper bond of Union among 
the several states.

5. Resolved, That we desire the speedy abolition of slavery 
throughout the whole land ; and that we will use all just and law- 
ful means, within our power, to accomplish that end. 

6. Resolved, That the rights of habeas corpus, and of trial 
by jury, are sacred and inviolable, ahd cannot lawfully be denied to 
any human being in the land, irrespective of color or condition. 

7. Resolved, That we believe that all slaves, transported by their 
owners upon the high seas, beyond the bounds and jurisdiction of 
the slave states, are, and of right ought to be, free, the same as if 
their owners had voluntarily transported them to any of the free 
states. " 

8. Resolved, That our Senators be instructed, and our Repre- 
sentatives in Congress be requested, to present the foregoing reso- 
lutions to their respective Houses, and to use their best endeavors 
to carry out the foregoing principles. 

9. Resolved, That the Governor of this state be requested to 
transmit a copy of the foregoing resolutions to each of our Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Congress.

Src. 1. Such persons as shall hereafter become stockholders of. 
said company, are constituted a body corporate by the name of the 
Vermont Central Rail Road Company, for the purpose, and with 
the right, of building a rail road, with a single or double track, from 
some point on the eastern shore ot Lake Champlain, thencé up the 
valley of Onion River, and extending to a point on Connecti- 
cut, most convenient to meet a rail road, either from Concord, New 
Hampshire, or Fitchburgh,. Massachusetts, to’ said river; to trans- 
port and carry persons and property upon the same, by the power of 
steam or otherwise, as said company may direct; and by that name 
they and their successors may construct and build a rail road, with 
a single or double track, for the purpose aforesaid; and by | their 
corporate name, may sue and be sued, and may have a common 
seal. 

Sec. 9. If said corporation shall not, within five years, , complete 
fhe-survey of said road, and within seven years from the passage of 
this act, construct and finish and put in operation, one-fourth 
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part of said road, and within ten years from the passage of this act, 
construct and put in operation one-half of said road, and shall not 
within twelve years from the passing of this act, complete and put 
in operation the whole of said road, then the rights and powers, 
granted by this act, shall cease for such 1 parts of said road as shall 
not be completed within the several periods aforesaid, but shall be 
valid for such parts of said rail road as shall be completed within 
the said periods respectively. 

Sec. 3. The capital stock of said company shall be one million 
of dollars, which shall be divided into shares of one hundred dol- 
lars each, and said company may increase said capital to such amount 
as shall be necessary to complete said road, and to furnish such car- 
riages, and all other appurtenances, for the convenient and profitable 
use of said road, and such additional capital shall also be divided 
into shares of onc hundred dollars each. ‘The shares in said com- 
pany shall be deemed personal property, and may be transferred in 
such manner as said company shall by their by-laws direct; and 
when any share or shares shall be attached on any process, the offi- 
cer serving the same shall leave with the clerk of said company an 
attested copy of such process, with his return thereon, and.such 
share or shares may be taken and sold on execution, tn the same 
manner as other personal estate; the purchaser causing an attested 
copy of said execution, and the officer’s return thereon, to be left 
with the clerk of said company, within twenty days after said sale, 
and paying for the recording of the same, all the right of the stock- 
holder, for whose debt the same was sold, shall pass to the purchas- 
er of such share or shares.

cancy may be filled for the remainder of the year, by the board of 
directors ; and in case of -the absence of the president, the board 
of directors may appoint one of their number president pro tempore, 
who shall exercisé such powers as the by-laws of said company 
shall prescribe. 

Sec. 6, In case an election of directors should not be made on 
any day as provided in this act, said company shall not thereby be 
dissolved; but such election may be made at any other time, direct-

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Sec. 7. Four directors shall form a board, who shall be compe- 
tent to transact all the business of said “company ; make and pre- 
scribe such by-laws and regulations as shall be necessary fer the 
management of the capital stock,. and all other property of said 
company, the transfer of shares, the duties of the officers and ser- 
vants of said company, the election of directors, and all other mat- 
ters relating to the business of said company ; they may also ap- 
point a clerk or secretary, and treasurer, and fix their salaries, and 
the salary of the president.. Said corporation, by their officers or 
servants, may enter upon such line or route, so to be designated as 
aforesaid for said road, to lay out said road, not exceeding six rods 
in width, through the whole length of said line or route ; and said 
company may enter upon, take possession and use all such lands 
and real estate, as may be necessary for the construction of said rail 
road, and the accommodation requisite and appertaining to the same ; 
and may take and hold all such grants and donations of land and 
real estate, as may be made to said company, to aid in the construe- 
tion, maintainance and accommodation of said road. 

Provided, that all lands, or other real estate, thus entered upon 
and used by said company, which have not been granted or given 
to said company, shall be purchased by said company from the own- 
ers of the same ; and in case of a disagreement about the price of 
such lands, and before the making of any portion of the road there- 
on, any two of the Judges of the Supreme Court, upon application 
for that purpose by said company, shall appoint three disinterested 
commissioners, to determine the damages which the owner or own- 
ers of such lands or real estate may have sustained, or shall be likee 
ly to sustain, by the occupation of the same for the purposes afore- 
said, and upon the payment of the damages determined upon by 
such commissioners, with the costs and charges thereupon accruing, 
by said company, or upon said company depositing, in such bank as 
said commissioners shall direct, the amount of such damages, with 
the cost and charges aforesaid, to the credit of the person or persons. 
to whom such damages and eosts have been awarded ‘by said com- 
missioners, such hank giving notice personally or by letter through 
the post office, to such person or persons, that such deposit has been 
made by said company, said company shall be deemed ta be seized 
and possessed of all such lands or real estate as shall have been ap- 
praised by said commissioners.

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Sec. 9. Baid company may construct and use one or more tracks 
of proper width, as they shall determine, on the route designated 
by.the directors as aforesaid, and may regulate the time and man- 
ner in which passengers and property shall be transported on the 
same, and may erect and maintain toll-houses and other buildings 
for their accommodation, as they may deem suitable.

Brattleboro’, Cyrus Washburn, Marshall Whithed, and Jarvis F.

SECTION SECTION 
1. Right of ferry granted. 3. Rates of ferriage, and rules governing ferry. 
2. Conditions of grant. | Penalty for violation of rules. Proviso: sub- 
Ts X jecting grant to control of future Legislatures. 
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It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Fer- 
mont, as follows : - 

Sec. 1. The exclusive right of keeping a ferry, from the east 
shore of Isle La Moit, from what is called Clark’s marsh, to the nor- 
thern extremity of eaid town of Isle La Mott, is granted to Harry 
Hill, for the term of five years from the passage of this act. 
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Sec. 2. Provided, that if said. Harry Hill, his heirs, or assigns, 
shall not have in good repair, and well manned, sufficient ferry boats 
for carrying passengers, horses, cattle, teams or carriages, across 
said ferry, by the first day of June next, to the’ satisfaction of the 
civil authority of Isle La Mott, or shall at any time thereafter, for 
the space of ten days, between the time when the ice shall break 
up in the spring and take in the fall, so as to render the passage of 
said boats impracticable during said term, or be unprovided with 
good and sufficient boats as aforesaid, the said Harry Hill shall for- 
feit all privileges granted by this act. 

Sec. 3. The selectmen and civil authority of said town of Isle 
La Mott, shall regulate the prices of ferrying across said ferry, 
agreeably to law; and they shall also establish rules and regulations 
for said ferry, which shall be recorded in the ‘town clerk’s office in 
sald town; and if the said Harry Hill shall take greater fees for 
ferrying, in any case, than shall be established by the selectmen and 
civil authority aforesaid, or shall refuse or neglect to carry any pas- 
sengers, horses, cattle, teams or carriages, acrosssaid ferry, agreea- 
bly to such regulations, the said Harry Hill, his heirs, or assigns, 
shall pay to the person injured all such damages as shall arise from 
such delay or neglect, or by receiving excessive fees for ferriage, to 
be recovered before any court of competent jurisdiction, together 
with full costs of prosecution. 

Provided, that this act shall be under the control of future legis- 
latures, to alter or amend, as the public good may require.
